Personally, I have little in-
terest in history per se. I am
no trained historian, and 1
question for my own purposes
the study of history merely
for the sake of history, for
this type of activity often
results in an inability to act
in the present. I do agree
strongly with a statement of
Thomas H. Huxley’s:

“The great end of life is
not knowledge but action.
What men need is as much
knowledge as they can assimi-
late and organize into a basis
for action; give them more|
and it may become injurious.
One knows people who are as
heavy with knowledge as
others are from over-fulness
of meat and drink.”
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AS A STUDENT of higher
education I am concerned
with problems of the here
and hereafter, and I hold that
historical knowledge consti-
tutes an essential tool for
understanding both. The prac-
tical problems of today come
out of the past, and those ig-
norant of their roots struggle
with them half armed. They
bring to mind the aphorisms
of Lord Acton and Santa-
